St. Petersburg, Aug. 10.—Although 


Lieutenant General Sakharoff reports 
that there is no cha-nge in the situa- 
tion around Llaoyanff it is evident 
from the special dispatches to the 
Associated Press from Liaoyang and 
Sintsintin that the Japanese are con- 
iinuing their jireparatious for a flank- 
ing movement, which may possibly 
alter the nature of the expected en- 
gagement at Liaoyang, and which may 
also further delay the crucial develop- 
ment. 


The concentration of a strong Jap- 


anese force at SaImatS2e indicates an. 
Intention to press forward towards 
Mukden, and if possible to cut the 
communications and prevent General 
Kuropatkln from retiring northward. 
General Kuropatkin is evidently aware 
of thlg move and is sending out re- 
connoitering parties from Sintsintin.

United States senate bj George Gra. 
bam Vest was during the controversy 
over the tariff on coal in Januar>. 
1903, 
following the anthracite coal 
strike. It was noted then that his | 
brilliant mind wag supported by only 
a trail body, and during the greater 
part of his argument he remained 
seated or bjpported himself with a 
cane. 
Senator Vest's term expired March 


4 last, he having declined re-election. 
He Tvas the last member of the gov- 
ernment of the Confederacy who at 
that time was a member of the con- 
gress of the United States. 
During 
the period ol a generation he had 
been 'one of tbe strongest deb.iU'rs 
upon the Democratic side of the sen- 
ate, and commanded the respect as 
•well as th-2 friendship of his Repub- 
lican opponents. 
Mr. Vest was a 
notable man among ttie plants of his 
time, of hit; section and of the entire 
country. It has been suggested that 
as Thoman H. Ben ton of Missouri 
•wrote his famous vrort:, "Thirty Years 
In the Senate/' so Vest might have 
made -a great and striking contribu- 
tion to Americans by writing his 40 
years' oxpc'riences. "When he retired 
from tbe senate Mr. Vest had served 
24 years In that body. Benton served 
SO years in the senate and two years 
In the house. But. Sir. Vest's political 
career began long before he entered 
the "United States senate In 1879, He 
was in the Missouri leglslaturn in 
18GO and afterward starved* until the 
end of the Civil war In both the hou 
and senate of tho Confederate con- 
gress at Richmond.
